Jefferson City—Except in cer­ 
tain special classes of highly skill­ 
ed workers in which a national 
shortage exists, there is sufficient 
labor available in

M. JelT Thompson, civil engi­ 
neer. mayor of 
St. Joseph, 
and 
general in the Confederate army, 
was one of northwest Missouri's 
most colorful characters. 
He was 
born at Harper's Ferry, Virginia. 
115 years ago this week, on Jan- 


ings with the mayor of Hannibal 
on the completion of the Hannibal 
and St 
Joseph

bestowed the city’s blessing upon

ture averse to a sedentary life, he 
drafted from one clerical position 
to another and in the late sum­ 
mer of 1R47. he emigrated to Mis­ 
souri.

goods clerk to that

president and mayor of St. Joseph, 
then the second largest city in 
the State. 
As early as 1853. he became a 
construction engineer in charge of 
the western division of the Han­ 
nibal and St. Joseph railroad, with district" 
headquarters at Breckenridge in 
Caldwell county 
He kept

position until the completion of 
the road in February.
